Q. S NCE it « faid in the Gofpel, that Herod 
Promifed upon Oath to give bw Daughter 
in Law whatfoever fhe fhou'd demand, I 
defire your Opinion wuether it wou'd not have been a 
Breater Sia in him if be had refufed giving ber the 
Head of John the Baptift as fhe requefted, than to 
rant it as we are told be did. 

A, Our Opinion is that he was not by the Na- 
ture of his Promife, tho’ confirmed by an Oath, 
under any manner of Obligation to perform what 
fhe requetted, and that if he had actually rejected 
her Requeft, he wou’d not have be:n Guilty of 
any Sin. For an Oath does not exclude any ta- 
cit Conditions or Limitations which properly arife 
from the Nature of the Subject. And therefore 
tho’ one Perfon do’s give another his choice to re- 
queft what he pleafes, yer he is not tied by that 

ngagement, if the other’s requeft proves either 
Unjuft or abfurd, For he that makes an Indefinite 

tant to another, before he knows what he will 
ask, prefuppofeth that che other Party will Petition 
for what is Honeft, what is Morally poffible, 
What is not Ridiculous, and what is not Mifchie- 
Vous either to himfelf or to any befides. Herod 
therefore might cafily have acquitted himfelf by 


faying, that fince there can lye no Obligation to 
what is Unlawful, the Generaliry of his Promife 
eafily admitted of this Exception that fhe defired 
nothing but what he might Lawfully perform, 
For thus we find 1 Kings 2. 20, €c. that Solomon 
woud not adhere to an Indefinite Grant which he 
had made ro his Mother, when fhe demanded of 
him what he thought was likely to turn to the Pre- 
judice of his Government. 

Q. Gentlemen, ¥ find it # the Opinion of the 
great Lord Bacon, and feveral others of great An- 
cvority among ft Learned Men, that the Ancient Poets 
and firjt Phiifopheis of the World, Publifbed their 
Divinity and Philofopty under the Fables of their 
Gods. Now if thu be fo, do's st not in fome meafure 
juptify at leaft excufe the Divinity of the Pagans 2 

A. The Lord Bacon's Conjecture is very well 
grounded and confirmed by the Teftimony of C/e- 
mens Alexandrinw, who fays, That all thofe that 
have Written of Divinity, whether Greeks or Barba- 
rians, have covered the true Principles of Things un- 
der Riddles, Figures, Allegories and Metaphors. But 
yet all this does not juftify the Monftrous Teners 
of the Pagan Divinity. For tho’ it is true that 
fome of their Fables may may be rightly enough 
applied to explain fome of the Phenomena of Na- 
ture, or Maxims of Morality, Policy or Religion, 
yet there are Hundred others that will not admit 
of the fame Interpretation. For by what kind of 
Allegory can be explained ali that we meet with 
in the Poets concerning the Genealogies of their 
Gods, their Adulreries, Sodonties, Rapes of Vir- 
gins, Drunkenne(s Infolencies and fuch like? Thete 
Things cary intoem {uch Marks of Profanenefs, 
that it is not in the Power of the moft Subtil Phi- 
lofophers amorngft them, wholly to excufe them, 

Q. Gentlemen, It 4 commonly made a Queftion, 
IVhether Stones grow or have always continued the 
fame from the Creation. Your Opinion concerning 
which may be Satufactcry to she Publick, 

A, Experience has proved the growing of fome 
ferts of Stones, aud Reaton corcindes the fame of 
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the Reft. Chymifts fay that Stones are nothing 
élfe bur the Coagularions of Salts and Earths mix. 
ed and {ublimed by means of Hear, and afterwe2:< 
condenfed by Cold. To which we thail add that 
this Coagu'um or Petrification is more probabl 
made upon the meetips of the Solntons of Acid ap 4 
Alcalizate Salts, and fag the Variery of Scones ag 
to their Denfiry, Finenels, Color, Traniparency 
or Opakenefs proceeds from their being varwoully 
compounded with Sulphurs and Earchs of differeps 
Finenefs and Purification. And this we take to 
be very probable becaufe we know of no Things 
in Nature thar unite fo ftrictly as thefe two do, 
making a Cozgu'um in Bodics thay ac firit teem 
Incapable of it. | | 
~'Q. Gentlemen, There # 4 Place in Hereford{hire 
called Marcley-Hill, of which there goes 4 commun 
Story, that it changed its Situation, and was plainy 
feen by the Country People to move out of its former 
Place and to go forwards two Day: together, Now this 
was ashing fo fingular and prodigious, that I doube 
not but if it be true fome of our Fliftovians muft have 
taken Notice of it; of which I defire to be informed, 
as alfo of the Reafon of fuch a firange Motion. 
A. The Thing is true cnough and happened no 
longer fince than the the Year 1575 whica was 
the 13th of Queen Elizabech’s Reign, fo that 
ic is mentioned by Cambden, both in his Bitannia 
and Hftory of Queen Glizabeth, He ays, there 
was a Prodigious Motion of the Earth in the Eaft 
part of the County of Hereford, ata Small Village 
called Kinnafton. For on the 17¢h of Feb. at 6 in 
the Evening the Ground Sunk, and a Hill with 
a Rock of Stones at the Foot of it lifted icfelt up 
asifithad rifen out of along Sleep, with a very 
great Roaring at firft and Noife, fo that it was 
heard by the Neighbors afar off; and aicended to 
a higher Place, leaving a deep Pit behind ir. and 
carrying with it Trees growing, Sheep Coars, and 
Flocks of Sheep. Of the Trees fome !ay covered 
with Earth, and others growing faft in the Hill as 
it went ftood upright, as if they had taken Roor 
there at firft ———The Ground in all was about 20 
Acres, and in going it overthrew a Chappe! that 
ftood in the way. A Yew-Tree whieh ttood in 
the Church-yard it removed from the Welt to the 
Eaft. With the fame Force it thruft forward the 
Highways, with Pits, Hedges and ‘Trees in them. 
Of Arable Ground it made Pafture, and of Pafture 
Arable Ground. Thus when it had Walked on 
from Saturday in the Evening ull Monday at Noon, 
as if it were weary of the Journey, and Labored 
with its own Weight it ftood ftili, This fort of 
Earthquake the Naturalifts call a Bra/matia, from 
the Similitude of Boiling Water, which being firft 
raifed up perpendicularly flid as down again by the 
Declivity that ismade. And thus we fuppofe this 
Hill to have firft recieved a violent fhock perpen- 
dicularly by which it was loofened in its Situation, 
and fo eafily made capable of fliding down any 
Declivity, which might be either in the adjoining 
Land before, or now caufed by the Earthquake.
